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HARD ON MAINSPRINGS.

"Mainsprings are very much like peo-

ple," said a Hroaihvay watchmaker tho
other clay. "They are as susceptible to
extreme degrees of heat and cold as hu-

man beinjjs. When the thermometer is
hovering' around the freezing point or
dancing away up in the nineties the
little mainspring will give up in disgust
and uncoil itself and die, just as men
succumb to freezing or .sunstroke."'

This uncertain piece of mechanism is
supposed to be adjusted to meet the va-

rious degree of temperature, but when
the change is very great and comes
with short notice there is nothing that
enn prevent them from snapping. They
are made in Switzerland of the very
finest quality of steel, absolutely flaw-
less. Very often the watchmaker can
detect a bad spring before putting it in
the watch, either by its color or the
softness of its spring. These have been
too highly tempered in the making, and
instead of lieing subjected to merely a
red heat the lire has been brought to
white heat, thus weakening the
strength of the metal. The finest
watches that arc handled by reliable
dealers are put through a ' 'cooking and
freezing" process before they are sold,
for the purpose of testing their relia-
bility in all temperatures. The watch
is first placed in a little metal box,
which is made airtight. Then a strong
gas llame is turned on the under sur-
face of the box and is kept there for
two or three hours so that the watih
is so hot at the end of that time that it
could not bu touched with the bare
hand. From this it is immediately
taken and put into another metallic
Imjx which is b uried in ice. There the
costly watch is allowed to freeze for an
equal length of time, when its tortun
ceases and the examination is made. If
during this excessive test the watch ap-
pears to have ticked merrily on without
deviating a fractional p irt of a second
it is placed back in the case and marked
"guaranteed for two years." The
mainspring is the first piece of mechan
ism that succumbs to the test. If it
survives nothing else need be fea red.

Mainsprings are, however, about the
only part of a watch that the jeweler
cannot successfully diagnose. They
can guarantee any of the numberless
little wheels or pivots or balances that
go to make up the anatomy of the
watch, but the mainspring has as yet
hafllcd the most skilled makers
watches of all countries. Itjisnot so
much the severe extremes of the
weather that prove fatal to the spring
as it is the process of changing from
hot to cold, or vice versa. Like the hu
man frame, if the ribbon-lik- e little coil
of steel can withstand the effects of
this change it may be considered proof
against breaking when the change to
normal wea ther comes.

Many people who Have been pos--

bessors of new watches but a short time
come into the dealer's with blood in
their eyes, declaring that they have
paid an enormous price for the time-
piece and the mainspring has broken
after only a week s use.

"That is nothing," remarked tho jew
eler. W e nave them snap in our ease
before the w- teh has ever been shown
for sale." Others imagine that thev
might have wound the wateh too tight.
but this does not harm it It is rather
the jerky, hurried winding that will
eventually tell on the temper of the
mctaL Every good stem-wind- has a
stop placed in the stein, which prevents
the winding too tight.

Damp weatner nas an ill eltect on
mainsprings, and in England they do
not, as a rule, last as long as m this
country. A severe thunder and light
niug storm also frequently proves disas
trous to the durability of the spring.
The dealer who took in seventy-nin- e

watches on August 1 said that last
summer on a day immediately following
a terrific electrical storm there were
twenty-on- e watches brought into his
store witjiin five hours for new main-
springs. The cost of a new mainspring
is the small part of making such repair.
It is the putting them in, the labor ex-

pended, l hat co-its- . It costs from twelve
to fifteen dollars to put a mainspring
in the Jurgensen watch and a little
less in a I'atek Philippe, while in a
cheaper American make it may cost
only lift- - cents or one dollar.

A man purchased a three hundred
dollar watch from a leading dealer
several years ago, and shortly after he
left for a tour around the world. He
was gone a year, and when he returned
he went back to the dealer with his
watch and complained: "Here'sa watch
I paid you three hundred dollars for a
year ago, and while I was traveling
abroad it lost two minutes. You guar-
anteed it, and I want you to make it
good." The watch was placed in the
window with this card bedside it.

"This watch lost only two minutes in
a year in a trip around the world. Trice
three hundred dollars." It sold within
an hour.

It is said that one bar of iron costing
five dollars will produce two hundred
and fifty dollars worth of mainsprings.

Some springs are made in this country
by the manufacturersof cheap watches.
These springs are several feet long anil
take nearly two minutes to wind iw.

BLAINE'S ATTITUDE.

Suspicious Sounds from the Tomb or tlie
riiiioetl Knight.

James G. lllaiue means that there
shall be no misunderstanding of his
contempt for President Harrison. The
singular letter which he has caused to
be published discloses his sentiment
toward the president not merely by his
significant failure to mention the name
of Harrison and lleid: but alse by the
time ef its appearance and its contents.

President Harrison's letter of ac-

ceptance has been published, in which
the prcsiuent traversed the political
road from Dan to lleersheba, covering
every conceivable "issue" in the can-
vass, as he would have it made. In a
curt letter Mr. ltlaine brushes all this
aside contemptuously and outlines the
campaign, as he would conduct it. on
three lines emlv As Harrison con
spicuously reduced to a minimum the
reciprocity feature of the new tariff
law, Hlaiue has magnified it out of all
proportion. He has gone further by
hinting at Harrison's opposition tr.
reciprocity when it was under consid-
eration and revealing the lines ol
cleavage in the republican party.

In its substance the letter is charac-
teristic of Illaine. Its conscious or un-

conscious design is to teach the repub
lican party the mistake it has made in
abandoning Ulaine 'vith his cleai-"i- t

plan of campaign, and taking up a small
nan like Harrison with his clouded
notions of mingling issues to get votes.
I'lie force bill is struck at by silence as
bitterly as is Harrison himself. Mr.
ltlaine puts himself at Harrison's side
at the first opportunity, and invites the
republican party to measure the two.
In form, the latter betrays the feeble
condition of its writer so manifestly
that comment is unnecessary. The
sentences are not such as the lllaine of
ten years ago would have dictated.

The letter will have little effect upon
the canvass. Mr. lllaine's star set at
Minneapolis never to rise again, and
many of his former followers have
turned to other leaders and will resent,
as President Harrison must in his heart,
this letter, as an impertinent intritsiem
into a campaign shaped already br-
